Ritu, 

I dropped the comment on GE sterile mosquitoes (Oxitec) since they do list 'sterile insects'. I 

think the listing as sterile insects does not differentiate between irradiated insects used for SIT vs true 

biotech or rDNA based approaches, but also figured that whoever was reading the report on future 

products of biotech would likely think biotech rather than the broader idea of sterility from irradiation 

or Wolbachia even.
